New regulations adopted by the fed- 


eral council are intended to make it 
difficult for the agent of one of the 
warring countries, for the deserter 
from any side, for the foreigner with- 
out obvious, legitimate means of liveli- 
hood and occupation to flock, as here- 
tofore, into the little country that is 
trying desperately to maintain an up- 
right neutrality and at the same time 
weather the storm until peace arrives. 


Switzerland hitherto has permitted, 


without any material objections, scores 
of thousands of strangers to enter al- 
most as freely as in peace times. Now 
action has been token to stop this only 
because her hospitality has been gross- 
ly violated, her neutrality at times 
even threatened. 


The new rules, which will become 


effective us soon as the Swiss diplo- 
matic and consular officials throughout 
the world can be notified, require that 
all foreigners 
entering the country 


must be equipped with Ironclad pass- 
ports from their own countries, or 
equivalent papers of Identification; 
that prior to coming to Switzerland all 
foreigners must furnish to Swiss diplo- 
matic or consular officials adequate 
roasons for wanting to come here, acd

BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


HEIPS PAY FOR BREAD 


There has been much misunder- 


standing about the bread program in 
England. It Is true that the English- 
man buys a loaf of bread for less than 
an American can. but It Is poorer 
bread, and the British government Is 
paying $200,000,000 a year toward the 
cost of It 


All the grain grown In Great Brit- 


ain la taken over by the government 
at an arbitrary price and the imported 
wheat purchased on the markets at 
the prevailing market price. This la 
turned over to the mills by the govern- 
ment at a price that allows tbe adul- 
terated war bread loaf of four pounds 
to sell at 18 cents, tbe two pound loaf 
at 9 cents and the one pound loaf at 5 
cents. 


In Prance, under conditions some- 


what similar, but with a larger ex- 
traction, the four pound loot sells tor 
M cents. 


foreigners. 


That all is to be changed. 
Every 


person crossing the border at other 
than the ordinary points where Iron- 
clad passports will be required will be 
numbered. If he fails to return, the 
police will be put upon his trail. He 
will have little chance of escaping, for 
without the right kind of credentials 
he is unable to obtain bread. A bread 
card today is more Important even 
than the money with which to pur- 
chase It—and a bread card Is Issued 
only on presentation of identification 
papers. 


The hotel at which the newcomer 


stops, the pension that takes him in, 
the private family to whom he may go, 
are all liable to heavy penalties If they 
fail to announce his arrival. 


Problem for Deserters. 


There remains the problem of the 


deserters who have managed to flee 
across the boundary from one army or 
another and of the 
near-deserters, 


those who have come here with the 
permission of their respective govern- 
ments, and then have declined to re- 
turn. Swiss law prescribes that these 
deserters and refractlonnries, as they 
are called, cannot be forcibly deported. 


There are in Switzerland now, it is 


estimated, between 10,000 and 15,000 
of these gentry. Not all of them are 
bad citizens. 
Hundreds of them, nt 


least, are gainfully occupied and are 
living model lives. Others are unde- 
sirable to the point of being out-and- 
out criminals. 
Figures for Geneva 


alone show that out of 70,000 foreign- 
ers among its 170,000 population, 1,336 
are deserters and 2,452 refractionaries, 
while in Zurich these figures are ex- 
ceeded. 


The agitation for the utilization of 


the man power represented by the de- 
serters and refractionaries is so strong 
that it will surprise no one to see steps 
taken to incorporate the majority of 
them into a civilian service of manual 
labot in agriculture. 


:he treasury department, and the term 
comes nearer explaining them than any 
other, for they are virtually govern- 
nent bonds issued In small amounts. 
Back of them Is the entire resources of 
he nation, and they steadily increase 
n value from the date of purchase to 
he date of maturity, January 1, 1923. 


This obligation of the United States 


government is issued in the form of 
tamps, In two denominations, the 25- 
ent stamp aud the $5 stamp. 
For the convenience of Investors a 


"thrift card" Is furnished to all pur- 
chasers of 25-cent stamps. This card 
has spaces for 16 stamps. 
When all 


the spaces have been filled the "thrift 
card" may be exchanged for a $5 stamp 
at post offices, banks, or other author- 
ized agencies by adding 12 cents in 
cash prior to February 1, 1918, and one 
cent additional each month thereafter. 


Those who prefer may buy a $5 


stamp outright. These will be on sale 
until January 31, 1918, for $4.12. They 
automatically Increase in value a cent 
a month every month thereafter until 
January 1, 1923, when the United 
States will pay $5 at any post office 
for each stamp. 


It is also important to note that 


war-savings 
stamps 
Increase 
each 


month In cost as well as in value, so 
that It Is decidedly to the Interest of 
the public to buy early. 


When you purchase a $5 stamp, you 


must attach It to an engraved folder 
known as a "war savings certificate," 
which bears the name of the purchaser 
and can be cashed only by the person 
whose name appears upon the certifi- 
cate, except In case of death or dis- 
ability. 
This certificate contains 20 


spaces. If these are all filled with 
"war savings stamps" between Decem- 
ber 1, 1917, and Junuary 31, 1918, the 
cost to the purchaser will be $62.40 
and on January 1, 1923, the govern- 
ment will pay the owner of the certifi- 
cate $100—a net profit to the holder of 
$17.60. This is based on an Interest 
rate of 4 per cent compounfled quar- 
terly. 
The amount of war-savings 


stamps sold to any one person at any 
one time shall not exceed $100, and no 
person may hold such stamps to an 
aggregate amount exceeding $1,000. 


If the 20 spaces on the "war-savings 


certificate" are not filled by January 
1, 1919, the stamps which are actually 
attached will draw interest at the same 
rate. 


If the holder of "war-savings stamps" 


desires to sell them before maturity, 
they may be redeemed at any post of- 
fice, the holder receiving the price paid 
for the stamps, plus one cent a month 
on each stamp.

supplied with live stock than any oth- 
er European nation. When the Ger- 
man armies made their big advance 
Into France and then retreated vir- 
tually all the cattle In the Invaded 
territory — approximately 
1,800,000 


head—were driven beldhd the German 
lines.

In England—where 2,400,000 


acres of pasture lands hnve been turn- 
ed into grain fields—the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. 
One of the 


reasons apparently Is the declining 
maximum price scale adopted by the 
English as follows: For September, 
$17.70 per 100 pounds; October, $17.28; 
November and December, $10.08; Jan- 
lary, $14.40. The effect of these prices 
was to drive beef animals on the mar- 
ket as soon aa possible. 


In France the number of cattle aa 


well as the quality have shown an 
enormous decline during the 
war. 


Where France had 14,807,000 head of 
cattle In 1913, she n6V has only 12,- 
341,900, a decrease of 16.6 per cent, 
And France Is today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and one-half gallons before the wajr. 


Denmark and Holland have been 


forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 
because of the lack of necessary feed. 


Close study of the European meat 


situation has convinced the Food Ad- 
ministration that the future problem 
of America lies largely In the produc- 
tion of meat producing animals and 
dairy products rather than In the pro- 
duction of cereals for export when 
the war will have ceased.

Washington.—^War savings stamps, 
popularly known as “thrift stam ps/’ 
are now on sale. 
These stamps have 
been termed “little baby bonds,** by 
the treasury department, and the term 
comes nearer explaining them than any 
other, for they are virtually govern­ 
ment bonds issued in small amounts. 
Back of them is the entire resources of 
the nation, and they steadily Increase 
in value from the date of purchase to 
the date of maturity, January 1, 1923. 
This obligation of the United States 
government is issued in the form of 
stamps, in two denominations, the 25- 
cent stamp and the $5 stamp.

If he faHs to return, the 
police will be put upon his trail. lie 
will have little chance of escaping, for 
without the right kind of credentials 
he Is unable to obtain bread. A bread 
card today is more important even 
than the money \vith w'hich to pur­ 
chase It—and a bread card is issued 
only on presentation of identification 
papers. 
The hotel nt which the newcomer 
stops, the pension that takes him in, 
the private family to whom he may go, 
are all liable to heavy penalties If they 
fall to announce his arrival. 
Problem for Desertera. 
There remains the problem of the 
deserters w'ho liave managed to flee 
across the boundary from one army or 
another and 
of the near-deserters, 
those who have come here with the 
permission of their respective govern­ 
ments, and then have declined to re­ 
turn. Swiss law prescribes that these 
deserters and refractlonarles, as they 
are called, cannot be forcibly de^jorted. 
There are in Switzerland now, it Is 
estimated, between 10,000 and 15,000 
of these gentry. 
Not all of them are 
bad citizens. 
Hundreds of them, at 
least, are gainfully occupied and are 
living model lives. 
Others are unde­ 
sirable to the point of being out-and- 
out criminals. 
Figures for Geneva 
alone «how that out of 70.000 foreign­ 
ers among its 170.000 population, 1,830 
are deserters and 2,452 refractlonarles, 
while in Zurich these figures are ex­ 
ceeded. 
The agitation for the utilization of 
the man power represented by the de­ 
serters and refractlonarles is so strong 
that it will surprise no one to see steps 
taken to incorporate the majority of 
them Into a civilian service of manual 
laboi in agriculture.

the public to buy early. 
When you purchase a $5 stamp, you 
must attach it to an engraved folder 
knoAvn as a “war savings certificate,” 
which bears the name of the purchaser 
and can be cashed only by the person 
whose name appears upon the certffi 
cate, except in case of death or dis 
ability. 
This certificato contains 20 
spaces. 
If these are all filled with 
“war savings stamps’^ between Decem 
ber 1, 1917, and January 31, 1918, the 
cost to the purchaser will be $fi2.40 
and on January 1, 1923, the govern 
ment will pay the ow^ner of the certlfi 
cate $100—a net profit to the holder of 
$17.00. 
This is based on an interest 
rate of 4 per cent compounffed quar 
terly. 
The amount of war-savings 
stamps sold to any one person at any 
one time shall not exceed $100, and no 
person may hold such stamps to an 
nggregate amount exceeding $1,000, 
If the 20 spaces on the **war-savlngs 
certificate” are not filled by January 
1, 1919, the stamps which are actually 
attached will draw interest at the same 
rate. 
If the holder of ''war-savlngs stamps” 
desires to sell them before maturity, 
they may be redeemed at any post of-« 
fice, the holder receiving the price paid 
for the stamps, pljis one cent a month 
on each stamp.

The United States food admlnla- 
tratlon reports that American stock 
raisers have isitiown a disposition to 
co-operate with the governi^ent in in­ 
creasing the nation's supply of live 
stock. 
Germany today !s probably better 
supplied with live stock than any oth­ 
er European nation. 
When the Ger­ 
man armies made their big advance 
into France and then retreated vir­ 
tually all the cattle in the invaded 
territory — approximately 
1.800,000 
head—were driven belaid the German 
lines. 
But 
In 
England—w^here 
2,400,000 
acres of pasture lands have been turn­ 
ed Int#> grain fields—the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. 
One of the 
reasons apparently la the declining 
maximum price scale adopted by the 
English as follows: 
For September, 
$17.70 per 100 pounds; October,$17.28; 
November and December, $10.08; Jan- 
lary, $14.40. The effect of these prices 
was to drive beef animals on the mar­ 
ket as soon as possible. 
In France the number of cattle as 
well as the quality have shown an 
enormous decline during 
the war. 
Where France had 14,807,000 head of 
cattle in 1913, she nO%v has only 12,- 
341,900, a decrease of 16.0 per cent 
And France is today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and one*half gallons before the war* 
Denmark and Holland have been 
forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 
because of the lack of necessary feed. 
Close study of the European meat 
situation has convinced the Food Ad­ 
ministration that the future problem 
of America lies largely in the produc­ 
tion of meat producing animals and 
dairy products rather than in the pro­ 
duction of cereals for export when 
the war will have ceased.

In Guiding the Russians 


"Next to free speech and free li'•ten- 


ing, free action is a popular pastime," 
writes William G. Shepherd in an 
article on distracted Russia published 
in Everybody's. 


"Anarchists have seized palaces and 


newspaper offices and automobiles and 
paintings and even wealth. But in the 
midst of this apparent anarchy, this 
lack of government, there is always— 
and this is an astonishing fact that has 
impressed the members of th« Ameri- 
can commission and all the other for- 
eign statesmen who have come to Rus- 
sia since the revolution—a checking 
influence of what we in the United 
States call 'common sense.' 


''There is always somebody in a 


meeting who offsets wild speeches; 
somebody in a crowd who gives a 
matter a second thought and offsets 
and checks the man who wishes to act 
without thinking. There is an unex- 
pected hardheadedness about even the 
mobs. The country districts of Russia, 
thousands of its little towns, villages 
and cities, were being governed, three 
months after the revolution, by public 
opinion and common sense alone—and 
astonishingly well governed. 


"But all this makes a weird world, 


full of weird happenings. 


"Anything can happen in Russia 


these days. .But the point I am mak- 
ing is that in Russia the influence of 
common sense has always made itself 
felt from the 'first day of the revolu- 
tion, and the council of workmen and 
soldiers was a concrete embodiment of 
this characteristic at a time in Russia 
when peaceful anarchy ruled; when 
one opinion or theory was as good 
as another and when there was a ma- 
chine gun behind every theory." 


Our National Songs. 


The United States has three songs 


which serve on occasions as national 
songs, but by historic associations and 
common consent one stands first, ob- 
serves a writer. .This is the "Star- 
Spangled Banner," written in 1814 by 
Francis S. Key of Maryland, while the 
British were bombarding Fort Henry, 
near Baltimore, and when the Ameri- 
cans did not know at what moment the 
fort might be captured or the flag shot 
down. While it has never been official 
ly adopted as a national song the cir- 
cumstances under which it was writ- 
ten and its universal popular approval 
cause it to stand pre-eminent.

other songs of a national character, 
but not so stirring or so popular arc 
"Hail Columbia," written by Joseph 
Hopkinson, In 1788, and "America," 
by Samuel F. Smith, u Baptist preach- 
er and poet, In 1832. The "Star-Span- 
(1*1 Banner" eMlly holds first place.

How Cotton Is Utilized. 


The United States is the "land of 


cotton." 
Nowhere else in the world 


is cotton grown in such abundance, j 
and put to such a variety of uses, ac- 
cording to Popular Science Monthly, j 
The fiber is made into cloth; the oil 
from the seeds is used as a cheap 
substitute for olive oil and as a basis 
for lard, and now the seeds them- 
selves are being ground into flour and 
used for food purposes. Gingersnaps 
and jumbles are made from it, and it 
is mixed with finely-chopped meat and 
tied in sausage links.

cottonseed sausage, three pounds of 
sausage meat is mixed with one pound 
of cottonseed flour.

Washington.—Word pictures of the 


«\ork of the members of the Lafavette 
Squ.idion and other American aviatoj-s 
in France are given in letters which 
Dr. Charles D. Walcolt, secretary of 
the Smithsonian institution, has re- 
ceived fiom his son, E. S. Walcott, 
whose airplane fell "somewhere be- 
hind the German lines" along the west- 
ern Iront. The allusions to the work 
of the American aviators contained in 
these letters are all the more interest- 
ing at this time m VIPW of the fact 
th.it the men about whom Walcott 
wrote have just been commissioned in 
the Ameruan air service on the rec- 
ommendation of General Pershmg. 


Doctor Walcott has received a dis- 


patch from Paris informing him that 
his bon fell within the er.emy lines 
December 12 while fighting three sin- 
gie-seatcrs, after having demolished an 
enemy two-seater, and that his fate is 
uncutaln. 
Inquiries are being made 


to ascertain, if possible, from Germany 
whether young Walcott was seriously 
in lured or not. 


In a letter dated November 13, in re- 


sponse to an inquiry about Campbell, 
an a\iator from Chicago, who was re- 
ported lost, young Walcott wrote as 
follows: 


"Campbell was in the Lafayette Es- 


cadrille, and they are a member of the 
same gioup as Squadron 84, so I have 
asked them about him. lie was on a 
patrol with another chap; they attack- 
ed some Bodies, and when it was over 
the other chap was alone. Campbell 
was brought down in German territory 
and so reported missing. I believe the 
chap he was with has seen and talked 
to Campbell's father or some close rel- 
ative since. 


"Another chap named Bulkely was 


brought down in similar circumstances 
about the 1st of September. Ten days 
ago word was received from the Amer- 
ican embassy that he had comunini 
cated with them, a prisoner in Ger- 
many.

whero men brought down with crippled 
machines, or wounded, escaped de- 
struction by a miracle.

The patrol stays at just the height of 
the clouds, hiding in them, slipping out 
again to look ; round. If it stays be- 
low the enemy antiaircraft guns pep- 
per it whenever near the lines, and at 
a low altitude that is rather awkward, 
so the pptrol shows Itself as little as 
possible. 


"It's lots of sport to try to keep w ith 


the patrol; be behind the chief of pa- 
trol, see him disappear, and then bump 
into a fog bank, a low-hanging cloud, 
and not see a darn thing. Then dive 
down out of the 
cloud, wondering 


whether the other guy is right under- 
neath or not; dart out of the cloud and 
see him, maybe 500 yards away, going 
at right angles. 
Then back up and 


turn around fast and give her the gear 
—full speed to catch up—and so on. 
Se,e a Boche regulating artillery fire, 
start to maneuver into range, and, 
zip; 
he's out of sight in the clouds, 


and the next you see he is beating it 
far back of his lines. Not very dan- 
gerous this weather, but lots of fun." 


In a letter from the front, dated 


November 30, the following passages 
occur: 


Yesterday was Thanksgiving day, 


and, praises be! the Lafajette bunch 
invited me and my partner to dinner, 
or rather to the feast. They have the 
most remarkable chef. Soup and fish 
prepared the way for a most remark" 
ably big bird called the turkey, barri- 
caded by chestnuts. And then a plum 
pudding—a regular American one—and 
as good as I ever tasted. I sat at the 
table with Captain Thenault, Lieuten- 
ants Thaw and Lufbery, and soine 
Frenchmen. 


"An early patrol this morning, de- 


spite low clouds. Lots of fun it was, 
ducking in and out of the clouds, keep- 
Ing from hitting other machines in the 
clouds and from losing the patrol.

They do not 
live upon the birds like the lice, but 
during the day hide in the cracks and 
crevices of the roosts and walls of thfj 
house, and at night they come out and 
get upon the fowl*. 
They suck the; 


ben's blood, and if allowed to beome, 
plentiful—as they certainly will if not 
destroyed—will seriously affect her 
health, and consequently her ability 
to lay eggs. They may be eradicated 
by a few thorough applications of ker- 
osene or some of the coal-tar products 
which are sold for this purpose, or 
crude petroleum, to the interior of the. 
poultry house. The commercial coal- 
tar products are more expensive but 
retain their killinc power longer, and 
they may be cheapened by reducing" 
with an equal part of kerosene. Crude- 
petroleum will spray better if thinned 
with one part of kerosene to four 
parts of the crude oil. Both the crude 
petroleum and the coal-tar products 
often 
contain foreign particles, so 


should be strained before attempting 
to spray. One must be sure that the 
spray reaches nil of the cracks and 
crevices, giving especial attention to 
the roosts, dropping boards and nests.

Influence of Good Sense 
Always Made Itself Felt 
In Guiding the Russians 


“Next to free speech and free listen­ 
ing, free ad ion is a popular pastime,” 
writes William G. Shepherd in an 
article on distracted Russia published 
in Everybody’s. 
“Anarchists have seized palaces and 
newspaper oillces and automobiles and 
paintings and oven wealth. But in the 
midst of this apparent anarchy, this 
lack of government, there is always;— 
and this Is an astonishing fact that has 
Impressed the membei’S of th« Ameri­ 
can commission and all the other for­ 
eign statesmen who have come to Rus­ 
sia since the revolution—a checking 
Influence of what we in the United 
States call ‘common sense.’ 
“There is always somebody in a 
meeting who offsets wild speeches; 
somebody In a crowd who gives a 
matter a second thought and ofTsets 
and checks the man who wishes to act 
without thinking. 
There Is an unex­ 
pected hardheadedness about even the 
mobs. The country districts of Russia, 
thousands of its little towns, villages 
and cities, wore being governed, three 
months after the revolution, by public 
opinion and common sense alone—and 
astonishingly well governed. 
“But all this makes a weird world, 
full of weird happenings. 
“Anything can happen in Russia 
these days, ,But the point I am mak­ 
ing is that in Russia the influence of 
common sense has always made itself 
felt from the ‘first day of the revolu­ 
tion, and the council of workmen and 
soldiers was a concr<?te embodiment of 
this characteristic at a time In Russia 
when peaceful anarchy ruled; when 
one opinion or theory was as good 
as another and when there was a ma­ 
chine gun behind every theory.” 


Should Cease Our Grumbling 
Because of Inconveniences 


There should bo a damper put on 
the grumblijig disposition, Tilings can­ 
not run smoothly in these harrowing 
days. Every one thinks that he could 
manage things to perfection, but if he 
had to confront the new set of condi­ 
tions he would likely change his mind, 
asserts the Ohio State Journal.

Washington.—^\Vord pictures of the 
work of the members of the L'afayette 
Squadron and other American aviators 
in France are given in letters which 
Dr. Charles D. Walcott, secretary of 
the Smithsonian institution, has re­ 
ceived from his son, E. S. ^Valcott, 
whose airplane fell “somewhere be­ 
hind the German lines” along the west­ 
ern front. Tlie allusions to the work 
of the American aviators contained in 
these letters are all the more interest­ 
ing at this time in view of the fact 
that the men about whom Walcott 
wrote have just been commissioned in 
the American air service on the rec­ 
ommendation of General Pershing. 
Doctor AValcott has received a dis­ 
patch from Paris informing him that 
his son fell within the enemy lines 
December 12 while fighting three sin- 
gle-seaters, after havjng demolished an 
enemy two-sea ter,, and that his fate Is 
uncertain. 
Inquiries are being made 
to ascertain, if possil}le, from Germany 
whether young Walcott was seriously 
Injured or not. 
In a letter dated November 13, in re­ 
sponse to an inquiry about Campbell, 
an aviator from Chicago, who was re­ 
ported lost, young Walcott wrote as 
follows: 
“Campbell w’as in the Lafayette Es- 
cadrille, and they are a member of the 
same group as Squadron 84, so I have 
asked them about him. He was on a 
patrol with another chap; they attack­ 
ed some Boches, and when it was over 
the other chap was alone. 
Campbell 
was brought dov»^n In German territory 
and so reported missing. I believe the 
chap he was with has seen and talked 
to Campbeirs father or some close rel­ 
ative since. 
♦ 
“Another chap named Buikely was 
brought down in similar circumstances 
about the 1st of September. Ten days 
ago word was received from the Amer­ 
ican embassy that he had communi­ 
cated with them, a prisoner in Ger-. 
many. 
“There 
are 
many 
similar 
cases 
where men i)rouglit down with crippled 
machines, or wounded, 
escaped de- 
strucUon by a miracle. The only sure 
Ihlng is when a machine goes down In 
flames or is seen to lose a wing or two. 
“For instance, there are two ofllcers 
In the group who are in the best of 
health and daily 
working.

months ago they were on patrol to­ 
gether and collided in the air. 
One

ly off the other j)lane, and then they 
separated, one plane without a tail 
and the other machine with various 
parts of a tail mixed among the cables 
and struts of one side of his machine. 
They*both landed in France, one on Ills 
wheels, followed l)y a capotage, or 
somersault turnover, the other quite 
completely upside down, Tlien a term 
In the hospital, and back they are 
again. 
“Kenneth Marr, an American and a 
friend of Pete*i>, had the connnands of 
both his controls cut in a combat, the 
rudder and elevator, leaving Jiiju noth­ 
ing but the aileron, the lateral balance 
control, and the motor. He landed with 
only a skinned nose for casualties, and

The pilots of each of the five esca­ 
drilles were in more or less formation, 
most of them with hands in their pock­ 
ets, for it was chilly, and presenting a 
mixture of uniforms unparalleled in 
Its heterogeneity. Every branch of the 
service represented endless personal 
ideas in dress.

Of course, motors do stop, and if it 
happens over a mountain range—well, 
that’s just hard luck. 
“Have had a few patrols since last 
I wrote. One at a big height—4.000 to 
4,500 meters, considerably above the 
clouds, which almost shut out the 
ground below; a wonderfully beautiful 
sight, but beastly cold—and a couple 
when the clouds were low and solid. 
The patrol stays at just the height of 
the clouds, hiding in them, slipping out 
again to look around. If It stays be­ 
low the enemy antiaircraft guns pep­ 
per It whenever near the lines, and at 
a low altitude that Is rather awkward, 
so the patrol shows Itself as little as 
possible. 
“It’s lots of sport to try to keep with 
the patrol; be behind the chief of pa­ 
trol, sec him disappear, and then bump 
into a fog bank, a low-hanging cloud, 
and not see a darn thing. Then dive 
down out of the cloud, wondering 
whether the other guy is right under­ 
neath or not; dart out of the cloud and 
see him, maybe 500 yards away, going 
at right angles. 
Then back up and 
turn around fast and give her the gear 
—full speed to catch up—and so on. 
Sq,e a Boche regulating artillery fire, 
start to maneuver Into range, and, 
zip; he’s ou.t of sight in the clouds, 
and the next you see ho Is beating it 
far back of his lines. Not very dan­ 
gerous this weather, but lots of fun.” 
In a letter from the front, dated 
November 30, the following passages 
occur: 
Yesterday was Thanksgiving dnyi 
and, praises be! the Lafayette bunch 
invited me and my partner to dinner, 
or rather to the feast. They have the 
most remarkable chef. Soup and fish 
prepared the way for a most remark-* 
ably big bird called the turkey, barri­ 
caded by chestnuts. And then a plum 
pudding—a regular American one—and 
as good as I ever tasted, I sat at tho 
table with Captain Thenault, Lieuten­ 
ants Thaw and Lufbery, and some 
Frenchmen. 
“An early patrol this morning, de^ 
spite low clouds. Lots of fun it wasr 
ducking in and out of the clouds, keep­ 
ing from hitting other machines in the 
clouds and from fosing the patrol. Saw 
a few Boches, but all they had to do 
was to slip up out of sight when the 
I patrol approached. 
Every now and 
I then their antiaircraft guns would 
! blaze away a bit, but there was lots oi 
room for them to miss and for us to 
leave the place they ^vere shooting 
at.”

Government Lessons Reach 
Millions of the Boys and 
Girfs in United States 


“Mnchfne Industry and community 
life arc the special tliomes in the scrlo» 
of lessons on the war, recently ipsued 
by tho United States bureau of educa­ 
tion, department of the Interior, and 
now being studied by a million or more 
school boys and girls of all grades 
throughout the nation. 
"^The bureairs series of lessons on 
“Community and National Life,” as 
(hey were termed by President Wilson, 
in Ills original announcement to the 
schools, have now reached their third 
Issue. Recent issues dealt with the 
organization of modern industrial life 
as compared with pioneer days, the ef­ 
fect of war on commerce In nitrate, 
the war and airplanes, production and 
wise consumption, and similar topics. 
The idea of teaching tho principles of 
conservation 
underlying 
successful 
prosecution of the war originated with 
tho food administration, but the plan 
has now been taken over by the bureau 
of education. Prof. Charles II. Judd 
of tho University of Chicago, with the 
assistance of a corps of writers in tlie 
various fields, is preparing these gov­ 
ernment texts for the pupils In the ele­ 
mentary and high schools. 
Parents as well as pupils will be in­ 
terested in tho lessons. The older hlgh- 
school students will learn of the rise 
of the machine Industry, from the day 
of the hand loom and the spinning 
jenny through the chances wrought 
by the Industrial revolution, to the 
large-scale productions, world mar­ 
kets. and social problems of modern in­ 
dustry. The various elements of cost 
in factory operating, education as en­ 
couraged by industry, the contribution 
of the press, are also treated in tho 
lesson for older pupils.

BACK YARD 
POULTRY KEEPiNG 


If the best results are to bo expect­ 
ed from tho fiock, tlie hens must not 
be allowed to become overrun with 
lice or the house with mites. Usually 
there will be a place in the yard 
where the hens can dust themselves iu 
the dry dirt. 
If such a place is not 
available, a box large enough (about 
two feet square) for the hens to get 
into it should be provided in the house 
and a quantity of dust su<^h as ordi­ 
nary road dust or fine dirt placed in 
it to allow the hens a place to dust 
themselves. 
A dust bath aids tho 
hens In keeping lice in check and 
therefore adds to their comfort. Usu­ 
ally the lice are not present on tlio 
birds in suillcient number to prove par­ 
ticularly harmful. However, it is bet­ 
ter to keep the hens as free as possi­ 
ble from this pest, and if they aro 
not able to keep them in check by 
dusting themselves, other measures 
can be undertaken. 
To rid tlie hens of lice, each one can 
be treated by placing small pinches of 
sodium fiuorkl, a material w’hlch can 
be obtained at most large drug stores, 
among the feathers next to the skin 
—one pinch on tho head, one on the 
neck, two on tho back, one on the 
breast, one below the vent, one at tho 
base of the tall, one on either thigh, 
and one scattered on the underside of 
each wing when spread. 
Another 
method is to use a small quantity of 
blue ointment, a piece about as large 
as a pea on the skin one Inch below 
the vent. 
If mercurial ointment is 
used instead of blue ointment, it 
should be diluted wllh an equal quan­ 
tity of vaseline. Any of these nioih- 
ods will be found very effective in rid­ 
ding the hens of lico and should be 
ciriployed whenever the lice become 
troublesome. 
Two or three applica­ 
tions a year usually prove suflicient. 
Mites are more troublesome and 
more harmful than lice. They do not 
live upon the birds like the lice, but 
during the day hide in the cracks and 
crevices of the roosts qnd walls of thr> 
house, and at night they come out and 
get upon the fowls. 
They suck the, 
hen’s blood, and if allowed to becomo 
plentiful—as they certainly will if not: 
destroyed—will seriously affect her 
health, and consequently her ability 
to lay eggs. They may be eradicated 
by a few thorough applications of ker­ 
osene or some of tho coal-tar products 
which are sold for this purpose, or 
crude petroleum, to the Interior of the 
poultry house. 
The commercial coal- 
tar products are more expensive but 
retain their killing power longer, and 
they nmy be cheapened by redticlng 
with an equal part of kerosene. Crude- 
petroleum will spray better if thinned 
with one part of kerosene to four 
parts of the crude oil. Both tho crude 
lietroleum and the coal-tar products 
often contain foreign particles, so 
sjiould be strained before attempting 
to spray. One must be sure that the 
spray reaches all of the cracks and 
crevices, giving especial attention to 
the rousts, dro])ping boards and nests.

New Oxford now has additional mail 
service to that furnished by the W 
M. 
Ry. A motor line benveen Gettysburg 
and Lancaster, giving us two additional 
mails each week day was established on 
Monday, and is a continuation of the line 
established a few weeks ago between the 
county seat and Baltimore, and will make 
round trips between Lancaster and Get­ 
tysburg, over the Lincoln Highway each 
week day.

There will be an army of 1,500,000 


more available for duty in France be- 
fore the end of the year. These will 
be fully equipped and will have artil- 
lery to support them. 


Germany has no idea of the number 


of American troops now in France. 


These disclosures were 
made 
by 


Secretary of War Baker, when he was 
before the senate military committee 
to reply to charges 
of 
inefficiency 


made against the war department. 


The reply was intended as an ans- 


wer to statements, last week, by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain, Democrat, Oregon, 
chairman 
of 
the 
committee, in a 


speech in the senate. 


The secretary described how great 


American railroad systems—one 600 
miles long—ports, terminals, supply 
warehouses and other facilities on an 
enormous scale have been built in 
France for the army'in France. 


!n a frank conversational manner, 


he told the senators he came to de- 
fend no mistakes or shortcomings, but 
to 
insist 
emphatically 
deficiencies 


where disclosed, had promptly been 
remedied. These were the exception 
rather than the rule. 
The veiy mag- 


nitude 
of 
America's 
undertakings 


made errors of judgment and mistakes 
•likely. 


la defending the war 
machinery, 


the spcretary disclosed 
some 
facts 


hitherto held confidential. 


There are no win the United States 


sixteen national army camps and six- 
teen notional guard camps (thirty-two 
divisions of troops), filled with men 
ready to go, said Secretary Baker. 


"I do not know how fast it may be 


necessary to send them to France," 
he said. 
"I know how fast we have 


sent and how fast we plan to send 
them. What we have tried to do was 
to ,eet the men out as rapidly as we 
could estimate on the production ca- 
pacity of the country being able to 
care for them." 


The secretary spoke of what he said 


was a "plan for the war." He said 
there was a plan, but it was so extra- 
ordinary it had to be studied abroad. 


Mr. Baker then said: "I think I un- 


derstood 
Senator 
Chamberlain felt 


there wasn't any plan. 
I don't know 


how the committee and the country 
feel about it, but I want to say there 
it a plan. It's the only possible plan 
under the circumstances. . It was not 
for us to decide the theatre of war. 
That theatre was in France. It was 
not for us to decide tne line of com- 
munication. It was 3000 miles away, 
with one end infested with subma- 
rines. 
It was not for us to decide 


whether maneuvers in the open should 
be attempted. 
Men already were in 


the trenches in a death grapple." 


He said that 
every 
soldier 
who 


needs a rifle has one. It is of better 
type than if the British Enfield rifle 
had been adopted. 


General Pershing" does 
not 
want 


5wis guns for the ground forces, but 


only for the aircraft, was another 
statement. 


Major General Leonard Wood, he 


said, recommended calling out a large 
army, although the men could not be 
provided at once with rifles and cloth- 
ing. 


Referring to conditions at Camp 


M«ade, the secretary read from a let- 
ter 
fom 
Major 
General Nicholson. 


This said there had never been a time 
when each soldier had not had three 
suits of heavy underwear and suffici- 
ent heavy socks. 
He also reported 


thr> food situation adequate. 


Ti;o secretary said all foreign rep- 


rrsontatives and also the war rr-un- 
"1! participants, headed 
by 
Colonel 


House, had said getting ordnance from 
England and France wMl not take sup- 
plies they need, but will help them. 
Getting artillery from France, he add- 
ed, also will save ships. 


"I am telling no secret when I sa-y 


ships are the crux of our problem," 
he said. 


There are more than a million men 


under arms in this country, he said, 
referring to cases of alleged neglect 
of the dead in camp, cited by Senator 
Chamberlain. 


In answering questions, Mr. Baker 


eaid: 


Britain and France were easily able 


to supply American expedition. 
By 


so doing, they save ships for other 
purposes. 


No shoddy was used except in over- 


coats. Uniforms are of virgin wool. 


No army ever assembled was fed 


as well, as nutritiously and as appe- 
tlzingly.

A Big Military Depot. 


A city of 5,000 workmen is to epring up 


in the next few weeks on the site of the 
old Keystone State fair grounds along the 
Sasquehanna river between Harrisburg 
and Middletown. The United States gov- 
ernment baa closed negotiations for the 
lease of 400 acres of laud for a period of 
three years, with the privilege of pur- 
chase at the end of that time. On the 
site acquired, which adjoins the big avia- 
tion depot erected on a corner of the fair 
plot, will be erected an enormous supply 
depot of concrete and steel to coet between 


! $13,000,000 and 815,000,000. At least 25 
immense concrete and steel buildings six 
stories in height and 360 feet in length 
will be erected. In addition there will be 
two immense concrete and steel machine 
shops. Great quantities of all manner of 
military supplies, exclusive of explosives, 
which will not be handled there, will be 
shipped to the plant to be assembled. 
The thought is to make it a great military 
supply base even after the war and to 
maintain a force constantly of at least 5,- 
000 skilled workmen. The plans are on 
a tremendous scale, it is said by those 
familiar rith them, and will require $15,- 
000 workmen immediately during the 
period of the construction of the build- 
ings. After that 5,000 men will be em- 
ployed there regularly and the govern- 
ment' idea is,to build on the land imme- 
diately adjoining a model town in which 
to bouse the permanent population, which 
it is understood, will consist in the main 
of skilled workmen from civil life with a 
sufficient force to guard the big plant.

The American people are now on a 
war-bread diet as a part of war rationiug 
fevstem proscribed by President AVilson 
and the food administration. 
“ Victory 
Bread * the food apministration calls it. 
The rationing system, as preaented by 
the president in a proclamation and by 
food administrator Hoover in a list of re­ 
gulations, forms the food administration's 
1918 food conservation program, of which 
the chief features are: 
A baker’s bread of mixed flouts, begin­ 
ning Monday with a 5 per cent substitu­ 
tion of other cereals for wheat until a 20 
per fient substitution is reached February 
24. 
Sale by retailers to householders of an 
equal amount of substitute flours for ev 
ery pound of wheat flour purchased at 
the time the wheat flour is bought, 
Sale by millers to wholesalers and 
wholesalers to retailers of only 70 per cent 
of the amount of wheat flour sold last 
year. 
Two wheatless days a week—Monday 
and Wednesday—and one wheatless meal 
a day. 
Two porkless days a week—Tuesday 
and Saturday. 
The food administration will purchase 
for the army and for the allies, as an 
nounced recently, 30 per ccnt of the flour 
output and out of this store will flll eni 
ergency requirements if stocks run low in 
any part of the country.

Thirty.two Divisions in United States 
Are Ready to Go to the Front, With 
Rifles and Equipment For All. 


The United States will havo 500,000 
soldiers in France early this year* 
There will be an army of l,5uu,000 
more available for duty in France be­ 
fore the end of the year. 
These will 
be fully equipped and wMl have artil­ 
lery to support them. 
Germany has no idea of the number 
of American troops now in France, 
Those disclosures were 
made 
by 
Secretary of War Baker, when he was 
before tho senate military committeo 
to reply to charges 
of 
Ineiliciency 
made against the war department. 
The reply was intended as an ans- 
w^er to statenrents, last week, by S^^n- 
ator Chamberlain, Democrat, Oregon, 
chairman 
of 
the 
committee, in a 
speech in the senate. 
The secretary described how»* great 
American railroad systems—one 600 
miles long—ports, termina-ls, supply 
warehouses and other facilities on an 
enormous scale have been built in 
France for the army In France. 
Jn a frank conversational manner, 
he told the senators he came to de­ 
fend no mistakes or shortcomings, but 
to 
insist 
emphatically 
deficiencies 
where disclosed, had promptly been 
remedied. 
These were the exception 
rather than the rule. 
The veiy mag­ 
nitude 
of 
America’s 
und'artakings 
made errors of Judgment and mistakes 
'likely. 
In defending the war machinery, 
the secretary disclosed 
some 
facts 
hitherto held confidential. 
There are no win the United Stato.«^ 
sixteen national army camps and six­ 
teen notiona;] guard camps (thirty-two 
divisions of troops), filled with men 
ready to go, said Secretary Baker. 
*T do not know how fast it may be 
necessary to send them to France/' 
he said. 
‘T know how fast we have 
sent and how fast we plan to send 
them. What we have tried to do was 
to get the men out as rapidly as we 
could estimate on the production ca­ 
pacity of the country being able to 
care for them.” 
The secretary spoke of Avhat he said 
was a ‘‘plan for the war.” 
He said 
there was a plan, but It was so extra­ 
ordinary it had to be studied abroad. 
Mr. Baker then said: ‘T think I un­ 
derstood 
Senator 
Chamberlain felt 
there wasn’t any plan. 
I don’t know 
how the committee and the country 
feel about it, but I want to say there 
it a plan. 
It’s the only possible plan 
under the circumstances.. It was not 
for us to decide the theatre of war. 
That theatre was in France. 
It was 
not for us to decide tne line of com­ 
munication. 
It was oOOO miles away, 
with one end Infested with subma­ 
rines. 
It was not for us to decide 
whether maneuvers in the open should 
be attempted. 
Men already were In 
the trenches in a death grapple.” 
He said that 
every 
soldier 
who 
needs a rifle has one. It is of better 
type than if the British Enfield rifle 
had been adopted. 
General Pershing* does 
not 
want 
Lewis guns for the ground forces, but 
only for the aircraft, was another 
Btatement. 
Major General Leonard Wood, he 
said, recommended calling out a large 
arm y , although the men could not be 
provided at once with rifles and cloth­ 
ing. 
Referring to conditions at Camp 
Mi/ade, the secretary read from a let­ 
ter 
fom 
Major 
General Nicholson. 
This said therq had never been a time 
when each soldier had not had three 
suits of heavy underwear and suffici­ 
ent heavy socks. 
He also reported 
tho food situation adequate. 
Ti’o secretary said all foreign ref)- 
rrsentatives and also the war crun- 
f'll participants, headed 
by 
Colonel 
House, had said getting ordnanca from 
England and France wMl not take sup. 
plies they need, but will help them. 
Getting artillery from France, be add­ 
ed, also wdll save ships. 
“I am telling no secret w^hen I sav 
ships are the crux of our problem,” 
he said. 
There are more than a million m^n 
under arms in this country, he said, 
referring to cases of alleged neglect 
of the dead in camp, cited by Senator 
Chamberlain. 
In answering questions, Mr. Baker 
said: 
Britain and France wore easily able 
to supply American expedition. 
By 
so doing, they save ships for other 
purposes. 
No shoddy was used except in over­ 
coats. 
Uniforms are of virgin wool. 
No army ever assembled was fed 
as well, as nutritiously and as appe- 
tizingly. 
Camp sites were selected by mili­ 
tary experts, including General Wood, 
and approved 
by 
Surgeon 
General 
Gorgas* department.

A Big Military Depot# 
^ 
A city of 5,000 workmen is to spring up 
in Ihe next few weeks on the site of the 
old Keystone State fair grounds alongUie 
S«squehanna river between Harripburg 
and Middletown. The United States gov­ 
ernment has closed negotiations for the 
lease of 400 acres of land for a period of 
three years, with the privilege of pur­ 
chase at the end of that tiuie. On the 
site acquired, which adjoins the big avia­ 
tion depot erected on a corner of the fair 
plot, will be erected an enormous supply 
depot of concrete and steel to cost between 
$13.000,000 and $15,000,000. At least 25 
immense concrete und steel buildings six 
slories in height and i350 feet in length 
will be erected. In addition there will be 
two immense concrete and steel machine 
shops. Great quantities of all manner of 
military supplies, exclusive of explosives, 
which Will not be handled there, will be 
shipi)ed to the plant to be assembled. 
The thought is to make it a great military 
supply base even after the war and to 
maintain a force constantly of at least 5,* 
000 skilled workmen. The plans are on 
a tremendous scale, it is said by those 
familiar v.'ith them, and will require |15,« 
000 workmen immediately during the 
period of the construction of the build­ 
ings. After that 5,0(X) men will be em­ 
ployed there regularly and the govern 
ment’ idea is,to build on the land imme- 
diat«?ly adjoining a model town in which 
to house the permanent population, which 
it is understood, will consist in the main 
of skilled workmen fr(»m civil life with a 
suiBcient force to guard the big plant.

H» has received 
tkowever, the following which ia officia 
and mwt be cloaeiy followed by all whole- 
aale and retail dealers, and millers in Ad 
ams County: 


"The authorities at Washington, be- 


lieve that ample time has been affordec 
the trade to renew and replenish stocks 
ot the wheat substitutes to sufficient ex 
tent to henceforth permit the full opera 
tion of the Government regulation even 
f bo such cpe-ation may still for a time be 
attended by incjhvanience in eome loca' 
Hies and establishments. The need fo 
wheat conservation is so serious as to de 
maud instant co-operation on the part o 
the entire public. It is accordingly order 
ed that beginning Monday, February 4 
and continuing until further notice al 
dealers in wheat flour, either wholesale o: 
retail, will be permitted to ee'l it only in 
combination with other recognized whea 
substitutes in the minimum ratio of one 
pound of wheat substitute to each pound 
of wheat flour sold, unless first definitely 
determined that wheat substitutes in eqoi 
valeiit quantities have been previously 
purchased from another source. For the 
present a rritten and /signed declaration 
by flour purchasers within the trade will 
be considered sufficient evidence on which 
to baee the determination. Cerials to be 
recognized as wheat substitutes are corn 
meal, cornetarch, corn flour, bominy.corn 
grits, bailey flour, rice flour, oatmeal, roll- 
ed oats, buckwheat flour, potato flour, 
sweet potato flour, soya bean flour, feter- 
ita flours and meals, and no others except 
that rye may be used until March 3rd "

Logging in the Northvreat.
